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From the Selectmen - 2009 


What a difference a year makes! Last year’s report focused on the ice storm—what happened, 
what we learned, and how to be better prepared for dealing with emergencies in the future. 2009 
saw a great deal of progress in responding to those questions. 


The cleanup — Recall that we included an article on the warrant last year to deal with cleaning 
up the debris from the ice storm. Thanks to the work of Peter Paris, our Road Agent, that 
cleanup was completed very quickly and efficiently. If you saw the huge pile of chips in the 
Meeting House parking lot this spring, you will appreciate just how big a job this was. You can 
still see evidence of the devastation if you look closely, but our roadsides are almost back to 
normal. Pete was also quite successful in working with FEMA to reimburse the Town for a large 
portion of our expenses. We are all indebted to Pete for his efforts on our behalf. 


Emergency preparedness — During 2009, the Town created a new plan for hazard mitigation 
and updated another document, the Emergency Operations Plan. Both documents are required 
by state and federal agencies. The Hazard Mitigation Plan has been approved by the State; we 
are awaiting final approval from FEMA. The Local Emergency Operations Plan (LEOP) is 
awaiting state approval. Bob Greenwood, our Emergency Management Director, led the effort to 
prepare both documents. Our thanks to Bob for his efforts on both projects and to the committee 
that worked on the development of the Hazard Mitigation Plan. 


Communications — As we found during the ice storm, communicating with various officials and 
agencies—as well as residents—can be a tremendous challenge in an emergency. To that end, 
we are continuing efforts to upgrade our radio communications capabilities. Slowly, but surely, 
we are replacing outdated analog radio systems with more current and efficient digital radios. 
Also, with the assistance of Rory Goff, our able web site coordinator, we have developed an 
automated email system that can be used to contact residents with news and information. Thus 
far, we have 36 names on the list, reaching about 50 residents. If you wish to be added to that 
list, please visit the Town’s web site (www.sharonnh.org) or contact Rory or Selectman Chester 
Bowles. 


Generator — We built the Meeting House with the anticipation that we would be able to install a 
generator; all the wiring and transfer switches are in place and ready to go. So far, all our 
attempts to secure state funding have been unsuccessful. But the need is still there. So, we are 
proposing a warrant article to purchase and install a generator at the Meeting House. There is 
still a chance that the Town will be reimbursed for the generator. If so, we will restore the funds 
requested in the warrant article.

Turning to other topics: 


Workforce Housing — The Planning Board worked tirelessly this year to research and develop a 
response to the state requirement that each town have provisions for affordable housing— 
workforce housing, as the state terms it. The state requirements are, at best, difficult to interpret. 
And, while there are a number of issues yet to resolve, the Planning Board’s efforts provide an 
excellent starting point. Floyd Backes and the other members of the Planning Board deserve our 
thanks for their efforts. 


Volunteers — No town can function effectively without the help of countless volunteers. Sharon 
is blessed with many such people. While not wanting to offend those whose contributions we 
don’t mention specifically, we do want to call special attention to a group of dedicated people 
who have worked very hard to landscape and beautify our new Meeting House. Led by Selinda 
Chiquoine, the group has helped to create a welcoming environment for all of us. Most recently, 
the group has been working in the space between the Meeting House and the Brick Schoolhouse. 
Thanks to donations from Linda Claff and the creative stonework of Ken Callahan, when the 
snow melts you will be able to enjoy a beautiful new patio just outside the back door of the 
Meeting House. We all appreciate your efforts. 


The Town always needs volunteers to serve on committees or to do other much-needed work. 
Please contact any of the Selectmen to let us know how you would like to help. 


Road Agent — We welcome Tim Keenan as Sharon’s new Road Agent. Tim has worked with 
Pete Paris for many years—plowing/sanding, working on the Highway Building, cleaning 
culverts, etc. So, he knows our backroads very well. While he has large shoes to fill in replacing 
Pete, Tim comes to us with knowledge and a great deal of enthusiasm. We are in good hands. 


And, finally, resignations — With our heartfelt thanks for their years of service to the Town, the 
Selectmen accepted the resignations of Sally Dermody as Tax Collector and Peter Paris as Road 
Agent. These two individuals often worked behind the scenes, but they did their jobs with grace 
and with great attention to detail. Thank you.

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Calculation of Estimated Taxpayer Costs of Appropriations 


Dear Neighbors: 

I’ve been asked to provide a formula to enable taxpayers to estimate their 
property tax costs associated with individual Town Meeting appropriations. 

First, money appropriated at Town Meeting is raised by non-property tax 
revenues as well as property tax. That is, the amount raised by taxation is the total 
appropriation for the year minus non-property tax revenues. The total appropriation for 
2009 (including Town Meeting appropriations plus $6,800 to offset Veterans Credits and 
anticipated tax abatement refunds) was $435,392. Total non-property tax revenue for 
2009 was $148,626. Therefore, the amount of the appropriation raised from taxation is 
$435,392 - $148,626 = $286,766. That is, the percentage of total 2009 appropriations to 
be raised from taxation is $286,766 / $435,392 = 0.66 or 66%. Thus, only 66% of 2009 
appropriations were raised from the property tax. 

The formula for estimating the cost per $1,000 assessed valuation is as follows: 


Amount of Tax = (Amount of Appropriation) X (0.66) 
$1,000 Assessed Valuation (Total Assessed Valuation) / (1,000) 


The town’s total assessed valuation for 2009 is $54,043,435. This number divided 
by 1,000 is approximately $54,043. Therefore, calculation of the cost of, for example, the 
Police appropriation proposed for 2010 may be estimated as follows: 


Tax = ($74,714) X (0.66) = $49,311.24 = $0.91 
$1,000 $54,043 $54,043 $1,000 


Taxpayers can calculate their annual taxes attributable to appropriations by 
multiplying the rate per $1,000 valuation above by the assessed value of their property 
(which appears on their tax bills). Thus, for a taxpayer whose property is assessed at 
$250,000, his or her annual share of the appropriation used as an example here can be 
calculated as follows:

Selectmen’s Assistant 
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Road Agent Report 2009 


What a historic year it was. A crippling December, 2008 ice storm led to a spring of clean-up and 
road repair during the worst economic time that most of us can remember. If that were not bad enough for 
the town, its beloved Road Agent of 13 years decided to retire. 

After a long interview process, I was sworn in as Road Agent on October 20, 2009. Harry 
Dermody, Chairman of Selectmen, told me, “We don’t want a big change or to shake things up.” 

I am a Peterborough native and a 1992 graduate of Con Val High School, and a 1995 graduate of 
New Hampshire Technical College in Manchester, where I earned a degree in automotive technology. I 
have been an equipment operator since 1984. I have worked extensively throughout the state on leach 
fields, foundations and water erosion problems. I have also done extensive work on building, repairing 
and maintaining roads and driveways, including several years of such work for the towns of Peterborough 
and Sharon. 

I have big shoes to fill, and a lot to learn. One of my first tasks as Road Agent was management 
of the beavers whose dams threatened to inundate the town’s roads and bridges. I engaged a trapper to 
remove beavers, and broke up dams. Peter Paris will stay on as Deputy Road Agent to provide his 
invaluable advice and the administrative guidance necessary to deal with state and federal agencies in 
getting assistance with road and bridge maintenance and repair. I am grateful for Peter’s help and 
knowledge. Now we are in winter operations, and it has been a mild one so far. 

Due to the current economic situation, I’m advising no increase in the town’s Highway budget 
this year. Our goal is to continue the same level of service, and to keep our roads safe, at no extra cost to 
Sharon’s taxpayers. I urge you to support the Bridge and Highway Repair Fund warrant articles, as well 
as the article designating portions of South, Swamp and Mountain Roads as “highways to summer 
cottages.”

Deputy Road Agent Report 2009 


The ice storm of December 2008 was crippling to our town and the Monadnock area. It was 
declared a state of emergency by Homeland Security & Emergency Management on January 2, 2009. 

In March and April, after 12 meetings with F.E.M.A. and State agents, many phone calls and 
FAX transmissions, calculation of figures, inspection of all roads with F.E.M.A. agents to estimate the 
cubic yards of debris and to count hangers, leaners and other hazardous trees, a removal and chipping 
plan was formulated, and an eligible amount of $94,629.00 was agreed upon between myself, 
representing the town as Road Agent, and F.E.M.A. 

F.E.M.A. required me to get three bids, and Asplundh was chosen as lowest bidder, which kept 
the cost substantially lower for the town. They and other contractors did an exceptional job. It was a long 
and tiring process of 240 man hours on my part, not including travel time. The entire debris removal was 
completed by the end of July at a cost of $53,311.15. After settling with F.E.M.A., the town received 
$49,710.64 in funding. I feel this worked out very well for the town cost-wise. 

Most residents in town know that I relinquished my position as Road Agent in October. All things 
must come to an end, and after 13 4 years it was my time. The selectmen and I worked especially hard to 
engage my successor. Tim Keenan was selected, and I have every confidence that he will fulfill the 
town’s needs very capably. I will assist him as Deputy Road Agent until October, 2010. 

I appreciate the respect and support of the residents of Sharon and past and present selectmen. 
The Road Agent job was very challenging through the years, and I have no regrets.

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TOWN OF SHARON WINTER ROAD POLICY 
(Revised 2005) 


A written policy is essential to receive the full benefit of the liability protection 
found in RSA 231:92-a. 

Sharon's Winter Road Policy is to make our roads as safe as possible during the winter 
season. The roads maintained by the Town of Sharon during the winter are: Nashua Road, 
Temple Road, Greenleaf Road, Mountain Road, McCoy Road, Cross Road, Sliptown Road, 
Spring Hill Road from the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road to the Jaffrey/Sharon town line and 
Mill Road. State maintained roads are: Route 123, Route 124, Jarmany Hill Road and Spring Hill 
Road from the intersection of Jarmany Hill Road to the Sharon/Peterborough town line. 

Sharon's school bus route will be maintained first because of the need to have our roads 
as safe as possible for the transportation of our students. 

Sharon does not use a large amount of salt. Therefore, our roads, depending on 
conditions, may be ice and snow covered for a period of time. The town will do its best to 
remove as much as possible from road surfaces by means of a grader or other equipment. 


Per order of the Selectmen pursuant to RSA 41:11, the town has adopted a Winter Parking 
Ordinance which states that: 
No person shall park any vehicle upon any Town highway at any time of the day between 
November 15" and April 1“. Violation of this ordinance shall be deemed to be the 
responsibility of the registered owner of the vehicle. 
Each date during or on which a violation shall occur or continue shall be considered a 
separate offense. The penalty for each violation shall be $25.00. Unlawfully parked 
vehicles may be towed and stored at the expense of the registered owner. 
If any provision of this ordinance or the application thereof to any person or circumstance 
is held invalid, the invalidity does not affect the other provisions or applications of this 
ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid provision or application, and to 
this end the provisions of this ordinance are severable. 
The purpose of this winter parking ban is to allow winter maintenance crews unobstructed snow 
removal and ice control methods, as much as possible, to maintain the maximum effectiveness of 
their efforts. 


Per RSA 231:93, no duty is imposed on the town for the maintenance of private roads, 
drives, businesses or parking areas. 

Roads to summer cottages are maintained during the summer only, as RSA 231:79-81 
exempts the municipality from duties of winter maintenance. 

Plowing our roads will not commence until snow has accumulated to a sufficient amount, 
unless slippery road conditions occur first. Roads will continue to be plowed according to the 
accumulation of snow as determined by the Road Agent. Four inches of a "cold" snow provides 
better traction than two inches of wet snow on a frozen road surface. 

After plowing, roads will be sanded and salted if necessary, to help the covered roads 
melt and make our roads safe. It should be noted that salt melts snow and ice much more slowly 
at temperatures below 25 degrees and extremely slowly at 20 degrees; at 10 degrees its 
effectiveness ceases, and icy conditions will prevail until the temperature rises. 
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Driveway plowing across Town roads will not be allowed. This narrows the road and 
compacts the snow bank, making it much more difficult for our contractors to plow and push 
back snow. This will be enforced by the Road Agent. 

During the course of the winter, as snow depths increase and our roads get narrower, 
roads will be widened and snow pushed off to the sides as much as possible. 

The town has one part-time Road Agent who engages the services of contractors to carry 
out its winter maintenance operations. 

For communication the town is equipped with radios and its own frequency enabling 
operators to communicate amongst themselves, the Emergency Management Director and a 
Selectman. 

Emergency situations that arise during a snow event may result in the diversion of 
equipment at the request of a police or fire officer, emergency management director or an 
incident commander, from a planned snow removal route, to respond to a motor vehicle accident, 
fire or a medical emergency. (RSA 154:7) 

The town is not held responsible for damage to private property that is located within the 
public right-of-way (RSA 231:92-a). The right-of-way (ROW) is often 50' wide, and is often 
confused by property owners as their own property. In most cases, the ROW extends 10 to 20 
feet from the edge of the paved or graveled road. Homeowners often cultivate extensions of their 
lawns, place mailboxes, erect fences or stone walls in these areas, which improves the 
appearance of the street greatly, but is obstructive to good roadway maintenance. 

In the event of personal property damage, the Town of Sharon will only be responsible to 
repair or replace damaged property having been in actual contact with the snow removal 
equipment that is on private property and not within the public right-of-way. 

RSA 215-A:6 states OHRVs are not permitted to operate on the traveled portion or within 
the right-of-way or any public way, including roads, streets, highways, bridges, parking lots, 
sidewalks or ways that are maintained by any city, town, county, state or federal agency, except 
when specifically allowed and posted. It is unlawful to: 

e Operate as to endanger any person or damage property 
e Operate on any road or within the right-of-way except where authorized and 
posted 
Chase or harass wildlife 
Operate on town roads or sidewalks unless posted for OHRVs 
Operate on or across any highway bridge unless posted as open for OHRVs 
e Tow any person or sled without a rigid hitch. 
The town does not allow snowmobiling on town roads. 


It is important that people take into account and be aware of weather and road conditions while 
driving Sharon's roads. Please drive cautiously and safely at a reasonable rate of speed, so as not 
to endanger other vehicles and/or pedestrians. ,

2009 Activities 


Land Protection 


Matthews: We are happy to announce the Matthews family of Cross Road officially completed a 
conservation easement on their property in July! The Matthews’ donated an easement of 88.9 acres and 
reserved 5.6 acres for the homestead. This easement is very special because it will connect to several 
protected properties and will create a permanently protected “corridor” of land for wildlife and people to 
enjoy. The Matthews’ land abuts the Newton and Booth easements on Spring Hill Road and the Town 
Forest on three sides, including a portion of “Barnes Meadow” — a beautiful old beaver pond on Meadow 
Brook. Funds from Sharon’s Conservation Fund were used to offset the Matthews’ costs in donating the 
easement. The easement is held by the Monadnock Conservancy and executory (backup) interest in the 
easement is held by the Town of Sharon. By donating a conservation easement, the Matthews’ retain full 
ownership of their property while permanently restricting its use to certain conservation purposes.

Fund Balances as of December 31, 2009 


Conservation Fund: $117,165.55

from grant sources and land use change tax. 


Town Forest Fund: $91,964.92

used for trail maps. The fund has been built from grant sources and revenue from sustainable tree 
farming.

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2009 Annual Report of the Sharon Planning Board 


Dear Neighbors, 


There were no applications for subdivisions or site plan proposals brought before the 
Planning Board in calendar year 2009. The Planning Board’s activities were almost exclusively 
devoted to composing a “Workforce Housing” ordinance in order to bring the town into 
compliance with SB 342. 

On June 30, 2008 Senate Bill 342, the Workforce Housing Law, was enacted. This law 
amends the state’s planning and zoning statutes to require all municipalities to allow workforce 
housing in the majority of land area where residential uses are permitted, and to allow multi- 
family housing (although not necessarily in a majority of such areas). This law provides an 
appeals mechanism, whereby developers proposing to create workforce housing that meets the 
statutory definitions may petition the superior court for prompt review if the local land use board 
denies the application or imposes conditions on it that would render the project financially 
unfeasible. The court will be able to order a “builder’s remedy,” allowing the developer to 
proceed without further local review. The Workforce Housing Law took effect on January 1, 
2010. 

For the past eighteen months, the Planning Board has endeavored to compose a 
Workforce Housing Ordinance to provide opportunities for, and regulation of, Workforce 
Housing. This draft ordinance is based upon review of neighboring towns’ proposals and the 
advice of the New Hampshire Housing Finance Authority, the New Hampshire Local 
Government Center and Town Counsel. 

Because state law requires us to allow for the development of workforce housing, it is 
important that the town adopt this ordinance at this year’s Town Meeting. Failure to do so may 
increase Sharon’s exposure to lawsuits. Furthermore, should a court find us not in compliance 
with the law, we face the prospect of dense development without any provisions for minimum lot 
size, screening, or restrictions on where such development may occur. 

Please understand that adoption of this ordinance will not require us to provide town 
sewerage or water infrastructure. This amendment will allow us a say in where and how the 
development of workforce housing will occur. 

We are also proposing an amendment of Article VII of the Zoning and Building 
Ordinance (unrelated to Workforce Housing) to clarify the intent of Section B.1, specifying that 
no more than one residence shall be permitted on each lot. 

We encourage you to vote affirmatively for the adoption of both of this amendment and 
the Workforce Housing Ordinance on Town Meeting day, March 9, 2010. 

I would like to thank the members of the Planning Board for all of their hard work 
in completing this important work. I would also like to thank the Selectmen and the 
Conservation Commission for their thoughtful input and support.

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Report of the Fire Warden, Town of Sharon, 2009 


With the cooperation of everyone in town, there were no wild fires in Sharon this past 
year. We thank you for burning brush only when conditions were safe, and for calling one of 
the three Fire Wardens for burn permits. 


A reminder of the rules for open burning in Sharon: 


Common sense is most important. If it is windy or dry, or if there is any reason 
to think that it might be dangerous to burn, wait and burn at another time. 


All outdoor fires require a burn permit. The only exception is when it is actually 
raining (a steady, soaking rain), or when there is significant snow cover. Winter is the 
best and safest time for burning big brush piles. Even when it is raining or there is 
snow cover, please check with a Fire Warden first to be sure that these conditions are 
met. We will call Mutual Aid and tell them that a permitted fire is occurring in town 
on that day. 


The burning of residential trash is prohibited by the State of New Hampshire. No 
burn barrels are permitted. “New Hampshire law (RSA 125-N) prohibits the 
residential open burning of combustible domestic waste, effective January I, 2003”. 


Outdoor cooking fires are allowed without a permit if they are contained in a suitable 
device, off the ground, such as in a backyard grill. Open cooking fires on the ground 
require a permit. 


Annual permits for seasonal campfires are available. These apply only to specific 
locations, which must be inspected annually by a Fire Warden. These permits are 
automatically void when fire conditions are dangerous (too dry and windy), and they 
are not permits for burning brush. 


All outdoor fires, without exception, must be extinguished at the end 
of the burn. No outdoor fire may be left unattended at any time. Means of 
controlling and extinguishing the fire must be readily available, including a sufficient 
quantity of water to drown the embers. You are liable for the cost of extinguishing any 
fire which spreads, and for any damage the fire causes. Please be careful. 


There is no charge for a permit. Call any of the three Fire Wardens at any time for a 
permit. When conditions, weather and location are deemed safe, a permit will be 
issued. If you are not sure of the local conditions or rules, call one of us for 
information. Please burn safely.

2009 Report 


I am happy to say that 2009 was a quite year compared to 2008. 


We had our annual pumper drill with the Peterborough Fire Department in June. This 
was at the Gridley River standpipe connection on Mill Road. We pumped water for 45 
minutes, and the final report came back later informing the town of the water flow at this 
location. The full report is at the Meeting House if any one would like to review it. In 
brief, we can pump 1,500 gallons of water per minute for 2 hours, and each tanker holds 
2,500 gallons of water. This is a great water resource for the local area in case of a fire 
and we will continue to upgrade, test, and maintain this facility. 


2009 had its share of car accidents on Routes 123 and 124; the majority of them were 
speed related and two were alcohol related. We had a car fire on Cross Road in July 
which caused the total loss of an SUV. We have also had a couple of chimney fires. 
Please have your chimneys inspected and/or cleaned at least once a year. If you need 
more information on this, or need to talk to someone about your chimney or wood stove 
flue pipe, give me a call. On September 19 we had a report of a body found on the 
logging road on Route 123 at the Sharon/New Ipswich town line. This was later called a 
homicide and was turned over to the State Police for investigation. 


My colleagues and I were able to complete two important documents for the State of 
New Hampshire this last year. The first was the town’s “Hazard Mitigation Plan,” which 
has been approved by the State and now is in review with F.E.M.A. at the federal level. 
The second was the town’s “Local Emergency Operations Plan” (L.E.O.P.), which was 
filed with the State and approved. With these two documents in place, the town can now 
move forward with reimbursement grants from the State for new radios and a generator. 


We have started with a radio upgrade plan to replace all the portable radios with new 
ones in the next three years. So far we have replaced two last year and we will replace 
two this year. Also, we are working to renew the F.C.C. communications licenses for the 
town’s Emergency Management and Highway frequencies. 


There is an opening for a Deputy Emergency Management Director. If you are 
interested, please contact me or the selectmen. If you have any questions about this, or 
any other matter, please contact me at my office at 924-5777.

4. Madea motion to address Article 10 right after Article 3 to accommodate the guests from 
Peterborough who were invited to explain the appropriations for services that Sharon 
contracts from Peterborough. Will Fenno seconded. Motion passed.

Discussion: Will Fenno noted there have been no changes made since last year. 


All in favor. Article 2 passes. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of money 
for the purposes specified, or take any action relative thereto: 
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Motion to move Article 3 by Will Fenno, seconded by Chet Bowles 
Discussion: Will Fenno noted changes in the following accounts: 

e 4130, Executive is up $1000. 

e 4140, Election and Registration, is down because there are no state or federal elections 
in 2009. 

e 4153, Legal Expenses are down as no serious costs are anticipated. 

e 4215, Ambulance, includes its annual population-based share of the loan repayment 
schedule for the 2006 purchase of a new ambulance. This loan will be discharged in 
2010. Peterborough Rescue, population-based, is operated on a fee-for-service basis, 
but failure of users to pay their bills in recent years has resulted in revenue shortfalls 
that participating towns have agreed to reimburse. 

e 4220, Fire, is higher because of increased compensation costs and appropriations for 
equipment. It is calculated based on Sharon’s percentage of the combined populations 
in Peterborough and Sharon. 

e 4324, Solid Waste Disposal, is calculated on a per capita basis. The increase for 2009 is 
attributable to decreased revenue from the sale of materials, such that the Recycling 
Center must actually pay for the removal of some of it. 

e 4441, Health Agencies and Hospitals and 4450, Library, are regarded as operating 
expenses and are now incorporated into the operating budget rather than appearing as 
separate articles. 


Kenton Young made a motion to amend 4195, Cemeteries, reducing the total by $990. Susan 
Bowles seconded. Mr. Young argued that cemetery maintenance should be paid for out of the 
Trust Funds. Mr. Fenno, Trustees, and Selectmen explained that most of the Trust Funds are 
restricted to care of specific plots, though several are for general use. Mr. Young was referred 
for further information to the Selectmen who are the trustees of the cemeteries. The 
amendment was defeated in a voice vote. 


There being no further discussion, all in favor, and Article 3 passes. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $67,250 to be paid 
to the Town of Peterborough for providing Police services to Sharon, Account 4210, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


Motion to move Article 10 by Harry Dermody, seconded by Will Fenno. 
Discussion: Chief Guinard explained that the Sharon amount is calculated on a per capita 
basis of the combined populations of the two towns. Arguments ensued for ways to lower the 
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amount, and selectmen were questioned about contacting other towns for police coverage. In 
previous years, Sharon has approached other towns only to be turned down or ignored. 
Peterborough would be unwilling to contract with Sharon for selected services. With the 
current contract, Sharon residents receive the benefit of full service, fulltime coverage, the 
same as a Peterborough resident. In the end it was clear that Sharon is getting excellent 
coverage for the money. 


All in favor, Article 10 passes. 
At this point the guests from Peterborough departed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $80,000 for 
disposal of woody ice storm debris from the vicinity of the Town’s highways and waterways 
in compliance with RSA 227-J:10, Account 4312.2, $60,000 of such sum to be received from the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency, and the balance of $20,000 to come from general 
taxation, or take any action relative thereto. 


Motion to amend Article 4 by Chet Bowles, seconded by Will Fenno, to read as follows: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $60,000 for disposal of woody 
ice storm debris from the vicinity of the Town’s highways and waterways in compliance with 
RSA 227-J:10, Account 4312.2, $45,000 of such sum to be received from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, and the balance of $15,000 to come from general taxation, or take any 
action relative thereto. 

Discussion: Based on surveys of ice storm damage since publication of the warrant, the 
estimated cost of cleanup is expected to be 25% less than anticipated. 


All in favor of anendment, amendment passes. 


Motion to move amended Article 4 by Chet Bowles, seconded by Will Fenno. 

Discussion: These numbers are a best guess as of this evening. Even though the roads are now 
passable, additional cleanup along roadsides is required by law to meet total road width 
specifications, and to reduce fire hazard as debris dries out. The cleanup will require large 
and hazardous equipment, so the town must contract with licensed and insured services. The 
Town is unable to accept the liabilities associated with volunteers performing the work, 
although residents cannot be prevented from scavenging firewood from the roadsides. 


All in favor of amended Article 4, Article 4 passes. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Highway Department Storage 
Building Capital Reserve Fund Account 4913.4 established in 2002 and expended in full in 

2008, or take any action relative thereto. 

Motion to move Article 5 by Carl Newton, seconded by Will Fenno. 

Discussion: The Highway Department Storage Building is complete and the Fund expended, but 
an Article is required to discontinue the fund. 


All in favor, Article 5 passes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,950 for appraisal 
services including general assessing, data verification and statistical update, Account 4150, or 
take any action relative thereto. 


Motion to move Article 6 by Carl Newton, seconded by Will Fenno. 
Discussion: The money in this account represents an annual cost in a 5 year contract with varying 
work and expenses. 


All in favor, Article 6 passes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,400 to be placed 
in the Assessment Reserve Fund Account 4913.5 previously established, or take any action 
relative thereto. The selectmen recommend this article. 


Motion to move Article 7 by Carl Newton, seconded by Will Fenno. 
Discussion: The purpose of this article is to add to the reserve fund in order to avoid a surge in 
the budget at the end of the five-year property assessment cycle. 


All in favor, Article 7 passes. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be placed 
in the Town Bridge Fund, Account 4913.2 previously established, or take any other action relative 
thereto. The selectmen recommend this article. 


Motion to move Article 8 by Chet Bowles, seconded by Will Fenno. 

Discussion: This is an article that appears annually for the purpose of building the fund against 
the time when a bridge must be replaced. If this article is amended to lower the amount, then in 
future years the town will have to “catch up.” 


Motion to amend Article 8 by Richard Dufresne, seconded by Robert Greenwood, to read as 
follows: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be placed in the Town 
Bridge Fund, Account 4913.2 previously established, or take any other action relative thereto. The 
selectmen recommend this article. 


All in favor of the amendment to reduce the amount from $10,000 to $5,000, amendment passes. 
All in favor of amended Article 8, amended Article 8 passes. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 to be placed 
in the Town Highway Repairs Fund, Account 4913.3 previously established, or take any action 
relative thereto. The selectmen recommend this article. 


Motion to move Article 9 by Chet Bowles, seconded by Will Fenno. 
Discussion: As with Article 8, any reduction to the appropriation will have to be made up in 


subsequent years. Robert Greenwood made a motion to reduce the appropriation to $5,000, 
seconded by Richard Dufresne. 


The amendment failed to pass on a voice vote. 
All in favor of Article 9, Article 9 as published passes. 
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ARTICLE 11. To transact any other business which legally shall come before this meeting. 

1. Chet Bowles paid tribute to Carl Newton for his long and faithful service to the town, 
upon which the meeting gave him a standing ovation. 

2. Chet Bowles welcomed Sharon's new selectman, Marc LaPlante. 

3. Chet Bowles welcomed representatives from Radius North Communications who 
explained that very soon high speed internet coverage will be available throughout 
Sharon. 

4. Mark Fernald thanked the selectmen, Will Fenno, Peter Paris, and Bob Greenwood for 
their care and concern for town residents during the ice storm and its aftermath. 

5. Lori Groleau thanked Bart Goodeve for all his hard work on the School Board, and 
especially for his work on the teacher contract. 

6. Mitchell Call announced an upcoming workshop, sponsored by Friends of the Wapack, on 
the Asian Longhorn Beetle. 


There being no further business, Chet Bowles moved to adjourn the meeting, Will Fenno 
seconded, and the meeting adjourned at 10:12 p.m.
